How LONG has it been since you 
tried a new medication, added a 
recently introduced piece of op- 
erating equipment, revised your 
working procedure, or arranged 
for a “dress-up” touch for your 
reception room? Two years, five 
years, ten years... .? 

Without a doubt, this is a dan- 
gerous subject to bring into a dis- 
cussion with any number of prac- 
titioners; and the brave person 
who chances it is wise to provide 
for a comfortable distance between 
himself and the dentist whose ma- 
terials, methods, and equipment he 
suggests may not be up to ac- 


'| cepted modern standards. 


Quite understandably, the aver- 
age dentist looks upon the proce- 
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dures he applies to the improve- 
ment of his patients’ dental health 
as being entirely satisfactory. He 
has grown so accustomed to them, 
he clings unbendingly to the belief 
that the men and women who sit 
in his chair enjoy real benefit from 
the dental treatment he provides. 
And undoubtedly, he is correct in 
this. But it is the extent of the 
benefits that provokes questioning, 
since the dentist’s choice of words 
hints that there may be room for

factory is not enough. 


It is not that the composite den- 


tist being discussed here is not 
interested in meeting progress half 
way and going along with it; he is 
merely displaying his human quali- 
ties by hesitating to accept that 
which is new, improved, or dif- 
ferent. He has settled himself so 
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deeply into a comfortable routine 
that he finds it difficult to dislodge 
himself physically or mentally. As 
a young man, ‘probably he followed 
with exacting care the practices in 
which he was schooled prior to 
being awarded his degree. He 
clings to these as days build into 
weeks and weeks into months. 
Then, when twenty or more years 
stand behind him, habit has taken 
a strong hold and plays a regular 
part in directing his thinking and 
his actions. The methods and the 
materials of yesterday continue to 
be his current companions. 

The habit-formed practices of 
this dentist are not exceptional, 
and neither are the delayed prom- 
ises he makes to himself from time 
to time. If it were possible to read 
this practitioner’s thoughts, there 
would be discovered his intentions 
to “. . . try that new liner Doctor 
Jones spoke about,” or “. . . attend 
the next series of ‘refresher’ lec- 
tures sponsored by the district as- 
sociation,” or “. . . have the tired 
office unit checked and modernized, 
or replaced.” Although each of 
these progressive ideas was con- 
ceived honestly, it is not difficult to 
guess what became of them. With 
the next patient, the dentist falls 
easily into his old ways and the 
desirable plans are forgotten quick- 
ly. He continues to follow the path 
of least resistance. 

One unusual Eastern dentist 
voiced the surprising admission 
that his practice of dentistry stood 
still for eighteen years. In elab- 
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orating on the subject he e 
plained, “I set up my office in my 
home, and since I was not a nat. 
ural ‘joiner,’ virtually all my pro. 
fessional activities were limited to 
satisfying the dental needs of my 
patients.” As the years rolled by 
he varied his methods and his ma. 
terials little. Eventually, his sop 
who had completed predental col. 
lege studies entered dental school, 
“I thought the boy and I would 
have a lot in common,” he added, 
“but soon I found that in many re. 
spects we spoke a different lan. 
guage. It was difficult to imagine 
that my son was attending the 
same dental school from which | 
was graduated about twenty years 
before.” 


Revives Static Practice 

This particular practitioner was 
fortunate. He was jolted out of 
his complacency. It was his son’s 
decision to follow the dental pro- 
fession that brought the father to 
an awareness of his own static 
position. He was quick to accept 
the challenge. Today, by his own 
admission, he is starting virtuilly 
a new practice—along more mod- 
ern lines. Although it has been 
years since he “cracked a book,’ 
this middle-aged dentist now 
spends several hours each week in 
specialized reading. He goes out 
of his way to meet other dentists 
professionally, and the promotion 
literature and dental publications 
he formerly took from the mail 
man and scanned only casually are

uable tips and suggestions. “I feel 
[am already doing a better job 
and will continue to do so from 
nw on, he admits with a smile 
of satisfaction. “Also, I’ve found a 
new and stimulating enthusiasm 
through ‘pioneering’ in a field that 
has progressed rapidly while I had 
my back turned. Of course,” the 
dentist concluded, “there is always 
my pride driving me on. I can’t let 
that boy of mine get ahead of me.” 
Unlike the members of some 
other professions, the dentist, un- 
less he fights against it, may be 
closed in each day by the walls of 
his own office. It is not. required 
of him to meet other practitioners 
at clinics, or even at social gath- 
erings. He may—and sometimes 
does—continue to “solo” for years, 
unintentionally depriving his pa- 
tients of the full advantage of mod- 
ern dentistry. And it is not because 
he lacks the capacity to apply the 
new advances; he simply neglects 
to familiarize himself with them. 
A professional man outside the 
dental field enlisted an old truism 
to express himself on this subject. 
“You can’t continue to depend on 
yesterday’s learning. Even though 
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you may be content to stand still, 
it can’t be done. Although you may 
not be aware of it, you soon slip 
backward unless you continue to 
add to your storehouse of ‘know- 
how.” This progressive fellow 
used as an example the changes 
and betterments that have been 
made in teaching even the elemen- 
tary subjects covered by the 
“grade” schools. “My little girl,” 
he said, “adds up a column of fig- 
ures or reads a paragraph from a 
text book a lot differently than I 
was taught to do it.” 

This nondental practitioner pro- 
vided a practical suggestion that 
might also be applied to the den- 
tal profession. “Whenever I en- 
counter a situation that has some 
unique angles, I make some men- 
tal notes of the conditions and the 
methods I used in arriving at a 
solution. Later, in conversation 
with a friend in my own field, I 
review the case with him and ask 
how he would attack the problem. 
It is not a consultation; I am sim- 
ply interested in seeing how two 
men in the same profession react 
to a certain set of conditions.

“CHAINED EDITORS” 


Is FREEDOM of opinion and expression by dental society editors in 
danger of curtailment? A series of recent incidents makes this a pertin- 
ent question. 

A year ago, the editor of the bulletin of a large midwestern dental 
society planned to use material illustrating the damage caused by ex- 
cessive sugar consumption. About a month later he wrote that his direc. 
tors, at the urging of the city’s board of education, had squelched the 
idea. Reason: it might offend the sugar and soft-drink industries! 

The state dental journal with probably the largest circulation in the 
country has been carrying advertisements of one of the phosphated 
beverages so damaging to the teeth. When asked about this, the editor 
replied, “With respect to the advertisement, let me say that a recom- 
mendation of the president’s advisory board that the executive council 
establish a policy to reject advertisements in the state journal and to 
prohibit exhibits at all annual meetings of such sugar-containing car- 
bonated beverages and candy was, on motion, tabled at the meeting of 
the executive council held on May 10, 1951.” 

On July 16, 17, and 18 of this year, an eastern state held its annual 
dental meeting. Two of its twenty-three commercial exhibit booths were 
leased to this same phosphate beverage concern. We can hardly expect 
that society to be active in preventive dentistry for children, or in the 
promotion of good nutrition for dentists. ..

EVERY PROFESSIONAL man, busi- 
nessman, and worker, has his share 
of failures and disappointments, 
and dentists are no exception. We 
have all made mistakes. I have 
made mine, you have made yours, 
your colleague down the street has 
made his; and the chances are that 
we shall all continue to commit 
errors both in judgment and in op- 
eration until we hang up our con- 
tra-angles and lay aside our plaster

bowls for the last time. A bridge 
to be remade because of poorly 
chosen abutment teeth, an ill-fitting 
denture resulting from an incor- 
rect bite registration, a jacket that 
has cracked because of a faulty 
preparation: these problems are 
bound to arise in the office of every 
practicing dentist. We make mis- 
takes because we are human beings, 
because our mental faculties are 
not so constructed as to enable us 
to grasp the future consequences of 
all that we plan in the present, and 
because our muscular reflexes and 
skills are not developed to the point 
wherein we can operate in the 
manner of a precision-made ma- 
chine. But the fact that our judg- 
ment may be faulty at times and 
that our skill may desert us occa- 
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sionally does not mean that we 
should ask for trouble and delib- 
erately invite disappointment. Yet, 
that is exactly what many of us do. 

The experience and teachings of 
men who have studied the prob- 
lems and dilemmas facing the den- 
tist have shown that many common 
failings and pitfalls can be avoided. 
Their findings show that there are 
many ways to invite trouble in the 
operation of your practice. For ex- 
ample: 

(1) You’re asking for trouble— 
if you do not make a complete ex- 
amination. An examination com- 
plete with full-mouth roentgeno- 
grams and study casts will enable 
you to chart a clear path for oper- 
ative procedure and prevent any 
“stumbling in the dark.” A com- 
plete examination will help you 
avoid the “extras” that pop up 
when a partial examination is 
made—extras that often cause the 
patient to lose confidence in your 
ability and to resist any further 
treatment. Even if you feel that 
your patient will accept only a par- 
tial prescription, tell him the 
“whole story.” Eliminate the head- 
aches that occur when a patient re- 
turns at a future time with a drift- 
ing tooth and says, “Why didn’t 
you tell me about replacing those 
missing teeth?” A complete exam- 
ination is the basis for a sound 
diagnosis and the first step toward 
complete confidence of the patient. 

(2) Yow’re asking for trouble— 
if your diagnosis is not specific 
and positive. After you have com- 
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pleted your examination and haye 
had a chance to study the existing 
oral conditions, present your diag. 
nosis with confidence and assur. 
ance and stick to it. Nothing cap 
fill the patient’s mind with doubts 
as to your capabilities faster than 
a diagnosis and prognosis full of 
“uhs,” “maybes,” and “perhaps.” 
For example, if, in your best judg. 
ment, a chronic gingival condition 
due to crowded anterior teeth can 
be relieved only by the extraction 
of one of the crowded members; 
and because the patient objects to 
“losing a tooth,” you alter your 
plan of treatment, you are asking 
for trouble. When the gingival con- 
dition remains unchanged, the pa- 
tient will seek help elsewhere. The 
next dentist he visits, unmoved by 
the patient’s ill-advised pleas, may 
be insistent and unyielding in his 
desire to extract the crowded 
tooth; and your patient, moved by 
a positive approach, will consent. 
Of course, you will have lost the 
patient—it has happened before 
and no doubt it will happen again. 

(3) Yow’re asking for trouble— 
if you do not size up your patient 
before you present your treatment 
plan. If there is a large amount of 
restorative treatment to be given, 
be sure you are familiar with your 
patient’s previous dental experi- 
ences. If there is a history of re 
peated failures with fixed bridge- 
work, for example, probably you 
will be wasting your time planning 
a fixed bridge for him. Even 
though you feel that this particular 
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type of restoration is the best, in 
this case, you must consider your 
patient’s feelings and attitudes and 
do what is second best. Of course, 
ifany restorative service other than 
your first choice will lead to fail- 
ure, then you must stick to your 
original plan. 

(4) You’re asking for trouble— 
if you permit your patient to form- 
ulate your plan of treatment. A pa- 
tient’s attitudes and habits are im- 
portant in helping you reach a 
decision as to the type of work to 
be done; but, when a patient’s de- 
sires as to the type of dental restor- 
ations will lead to failure, always 
remember that you are the dentist. 
If you succumb to the patient’s 
plan and even if you make it clear 
to him that you will not be respon- 
sible for any failures, when the 
restoration collapses, the patient 
will cry, “Well, you are the den- 
tist; you should have insisted that 
it be done your way.” And the 
patient will be right. 

(5) You’re asking for trouble— 
if you do not explain to your pa- 
tient the service to be given. At the 
beginning, without going into any 
lengthy discussions or into techni- 
cal details, explain the type of 
treatment you are planning for 
him. Beware of the patient who 
says, “It’s all right, doc, anything 
you do is okay with me.” The 
chances are that, as soon as you 
start to prepare a tooth for a bridge 
abutment, he will grab your arms 
suddenly and cry, “Wait a minute, 
doc, you’re cutting a good tooth!” 
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Then you will have to lay aside 
your instruments and explain the 
type of bridgework intended and 
the reasons for what seems to him 
to be a rather drastic procedure. 
But, unfortunately, the patient is 
not as receptive now as he was 
when the work was planned and is 
even likely to be suspicious of your 
intentions. This is bound to make 
your task more difficult. It is good 
to remember that service under- 
stood is service appreciated. 

(6) You’re asking for trouble— 
if you fail to present the contin- 
gencies encountered in your work. 
Let your patients know what they 
may expect when wearing a new 
appliance or after the insertion of 
a large restoration. If they expect 
discomfort, they can tolerate it 
more easily when it occurs. But if 
they experience any unexpected 
pain, they may start to doubt the 
quality of your craftsmanship. 
Pain is easier to take when we are 
prepared for it and understand its 
cause. 

(7) You're asking for trouble— 
if you do not keep complete and 
accurate records. Do not trust your 
memory—put all your working 
plans and progress down on your 
records. If you plan to make a 
veneer crown and then forget about 
it and start to place a three-quarter 
crown on a tooth, you will have to 
reckon with a complaining patient. 
You can look quite foolish when 
you “sell” the need for a veneer 
crown to a patient and then pro- 
ceed to place a different type. 
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(8) You’re asking for trouble— 
if you attempt to perform a service 
for which you are not qualified. If 
you really want to get yourself in 
hot water, try some difficult opera- 
tion for which you have not had 
proper training. Nothing can be 
more disastrous both to you and 
to the patient. If it is a difficult 
surgical procedure, do not hesitate 
to recommend your patient to a 
specialist. Your patient will be 
more appreciative of your skill and 
integrity than he would if you sent 
him to another office after an un- 
successful, half-finished attempt. 

(9) Yow’re asking for trouble— 
if you air your personal problems 
in the office. Your patients come 
to you for your dental service; 
that is their primary concern. 
While you must be pleasant and 
friendly, do not burden them with 
details of your outside activities. 
Even though they may listen to you 
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a tooth or whether your mindj 
wandering about the third greg 
of the golf course or in a boat, 
the lake.

(10) Yow’reasking for troubles 
if you are not careful abe 
your personal habits.

Since ¥ 
are in such close contact with yo 
patients, develop the habit of { 
daily shower or bath, the use of 
deodorant, a clean shave, polish 
shoes, tidy hair, a clean gown a 
pleasant breath.

time, of money, and of your pea 
of mind. So do not add to the di 


ficulties normally encountered in 
your practice by asking for trouble 
and extending an invitation to a 
failure.

There are the 
policies with no protection feature 
and those which stress savings 
rather than insurance.! 

1. Single Premium Deferred An- 
nuity: This is pure investment; 
not insurance. You make a single 
minimum deposit of $1000 and 
forget about it for an indefinite 
number of years up to age 70. If, 
at any age prior to 70, you have 
not taken the accumulated cash or 
started the income, you must elect 
to receive the cash or start the in- 
come when you reach 70. Addition- 
al deposits, for the same or a great- 


1In each contract discussed, the figures used 
assume the investment is made at age 35. 
Because dividends are unpredictable, and in 
the interest of simplicity of explanation, pre- 
miums of nondividend-paying companies are 
used.

| tion any time before age 65. 


The contract stipulates its value 
each succeeding year. One thou- 
sand dollars invested at age 35 is 
guaranteed to be worth $1961 at 
65. It may be withdrawn then (or 


mt any other age up to 70) in a 


lump sum, or taken in a lifetime 
monthly, quarterly, semi-annual, or 
anual income. What the exact 
cash value or periodic income will 
be depends upon your age, sex, 
and the number of years your 
funds have been on deposit, as well 
as your choice of income options. 
There are from four to six options 
available, but not all companies 
offer all of them. Their relative 
merits differ according to the vari- 
ous ways their residual funds are 
disbursed after the death of the 
annuitant. The option is selected at 
the time you start to take the in- 
come, not when the investment is 
made. 

Let us assume you elect the in- 
stallment refund option at 65. This 
guarantees that the minimum paid 
to you, the annuitant, and your 
beneficiary will equal the amount 
of your accumulated funds at 65— 
$1961. The monthly return would 
be $11.27. That equals $135.24 
yearly, or 6.8 per cent annual yield, 
however long you may live, even if 
the aggregate yield exceeds your 
savings. The income under some 
other options will yield a slightly 
higher return, but not with a guar- 
antee of the full return of your 
savings to your beneficiary. 
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If you die before starting the in- 
come, the minimum refund to your 
beneficiary would be the sum of 
your deposit, or the cash value if 
it is greater. The cash value does 
not exceed your deposit until the 
fifth year after you invest your 
funds. Should you die while you 
are receiving the income, but be- 
fore the aggregate paid to you 
equals your accumulated savings 
($1961 at 65), then the same per- 
iodic payments are made to your 
beneficiary until the total paid to 
you and your beneficiary equals 
$1961. If you die after your total 
receipts equal or exceed $1961, 
your beneficiary receives nothing. 

Advantages: The principal is 
absolutely safe. There is no invest- 
ment or re-investment problem. 
The annuitant knows with certitude 
that he has a fixed inexhaustible 
income as long as he lives. There 
is a known guaranteed apprecia- 
tion of principal, year after year, 
while funds are on deposit. You 
have the right of withdrawal of 
deposit on demand any time before 
income starts, and the privilege of 
starting your income payments at 
any age before 65, but not later 
than age 70. Until the difference 
between 3 per cent of the purchase 
price ($1000), or $30, and the 
yearly income ($135.24), or 
$105.24, equals your original de- 
posit ($1000), you report for tax 
purposes only $30 a year. There- 
after the full income, $135.24, 
is reportable. Thus for about 
ten years ($105.24 x 10 equals

$1052.40) there is a tax saving 
subject, of course, to any future 
federal tax law change to the dis- 
advantage of the annuity owner. 

Disadvantages: The original in- 
vestment is not fully liquid for five 
years after deposit, if you wish to 
withdraw your funds. During this 
period the withdrawable portion of 
your $1000 is: 


After the first year:. $ 899.00 
After the second year: 930.00 
After the third year: 961.00 
After the fourth year: 993.00 
After the fifth year: 1025.00 


Thus it follows, that only the 
portion of surplus for which you 
have no possible, foreseeable need 
within five years should be so in- 
vested. The interest return is rela- 
tively unattractive compared with 
savings banks’ 114 to 2 per cent, 
if funds are withdrawn. Your 
original deposit must remain with 
the company for twenty-eight years 
to yield an average of 214 per cent. 
The contract is not a desirable 
short-term medium because of the 
interest factor. This plan is unwise 
for the investor over 50, again be- 
cause the time lapse between de- 
posit and withdrawal or inception 
of income gives a low return. A 
substantial deposit is necessary to 
yield a modest income; for ex- 
ample, about $9000 is necessary at 
35 to yield $100 a month at 65 for 
life. The choice of companies for 
this deferred type of annuity is 
narrow. Returns and available op- 
tions vary among them. 

2. Single Premium Immediate 
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Annuity: This is not insurance, | 
is much like the deferred type of 
annuity, except that income starts 
immediately; that is, three, six, or 
twelve months after deposit. The 
amount of income depends again 
upon the forementioned factors, 
such as age and sex. The older you 
are, the higher the income. A wo. 
man annuitant receives less per 
thousand invested than a man be. 
cause, statistically, she lives longer, 
The single deposit required to 
yield $10 a month for life to a man 
of 60 is $2266, equal to 5.3 per 
cent; at 65, $2167, or a yield of 
D.0 per cent. These returns are 
based on the assumption that the 


twenty-year guarantee option js 


elected. This provides that, if the 
annuitant dies at 68, for example, 
having received the income for 
only three years, the same income 
continues to a_ beneficiary for 
seventeen years. The total mini- 
mum return of $2400 exceeds the 
single deposit. The advantages of 
this annuity contract are essential- 
ly the same as the deferred type of 
annuity. 

However, there are drawbacks. 
Once his income starts, the annui- 
tant has no right to withdraw a 
lump sum. Investment made at 
younger ages is not attractive. This 
form of investment is attractive to 
the retired person to whom safety 
of principal and fixed income are 
prime considerations. 

3. Annual Premium Deferred 
Annuity: This is not insurance.’ 
By contrast with the single de 
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ferred annuity, premiums are made 
annually for an agreed number of 
years—to 55, 60, 65, or 70. The 
annual deposit starting at 35 to 
yield $10 a month for life at 65 
is $38.59; more if the income is to 
start at an earlier age. Generally, 
the income is guaranteed for a 
minimum of ten years. Aggregate 
premiums paid in for thirty years 
(35 to 65) amount to $1158. The 
cash value at 65 is $1590. If you 
die during the savings period, the 
minimum refund to your benefici- 
ary is the total of premiums paid 
without interest. The cash values 
are returned in lieu of the premi- 
ums when they are greater than the 
total premiums deposited. 

This is a systematic savings plan 
with predetermined cash values or 
income for life. It is flexible; prem- 
ium deposits may be stopped at 
any time, and cash withdrawn or 
areduced income taken. Premiums 
paid may be left with the company 
toaccumulate at 2 per cent guaran- 
teed interest. The accumulated cash 
or a lifetime income may be taken 
at any age up to 70. Such a con- 
tract, if lapsed, may be reinstated 
fully by the payment of all back 
premiums with interest compound- 
ed at 5 per cent. The plan is at- 
tractive if started before age 45, 
not thereafter. 

On the other hand, the annual 
premium deferred annuity is a 
long-term commitment; its goal is 





This form of annu'ty with insurance was 
discussed in the October 1951 issue of Ora 
Hycieng, Retirement Income—At a Price! 
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really attained only if the plan is 
carried through to retirement age. 
Withdrawable cash does not equal 
deposits until twelve years after the 
plan is started. If the cash with- 
drawn exceeds the deposit, the ex- 
cess (profit) is taxable under the 
federal income tax law. The con- 
tract is commonly drawn to show 
income under the ten-year option, 
meaning income is paid, whether 
you live or die, for at least ten 
years. Note that the cash value at 
65, in our hypothetical case, is 
$1590. A monthly income of $10 
for ten years is $1200. Thus, if you 
die at 75, having lived through the 
guaranteed income period, the dif- 
ference of $390 is retained by the 
company. Other income options 
with lower return are available. 
Some of them guarantee a mini- 
mum return of the cash value via 
monthly payments to your benefi- 
ciary if you do not live long 
enough to receive it. 

4. Single Premium Life Insur- 
ance: This is not an annuity con- 
tract. It is life insurance paid for 
by a single premium. Medical ex- 
amination is required. There are 
many available forms: ordinary 
life, limited payment, endowment; 
but not all forms are offered by 
all companies. As the title implies, 
you pay one single premium; no 
further payments. For example, 
$1000 worth of ordinary life in- 
surance at age 35 calls for a sin- 
gle premium of $485. The cash 
value equals the single premium 
after three years. Thirty-year en- 
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dowment costs $578, and its cash 
value equals the deposit after four 
years. The policy matures at age 
65 for $1000 cash. 

The fact that you pay only once, 
then are finished paying for life, 
is the advantage of this plan. 

Disadvantages are more exten- 
sive. Since contracts of this type 
are essentially life insurance, re- 
gardless of premium payment 
method, they become expensive 
protection in the event of death, 
since the company’s liability is only 
the difference between the single 
deposit made—$578 for a 30-year 
endowment policy and the face 
value of $1000. Considered solely 
as a savings medium, the interest 
return is not attractive. For in- 
stance, $578 compounded at 2 per 
cent for thirty years is $1046. 
Thus, the $578 for a 30-year en- 
dowment policy yields less than 2 
per cent. Of course, allowance must 
be made for the possibility of the 
company paying the $1000 at your 
death before the endowment ma- 
tures. 

9. Discounted Premiums: A fa- 
cility offered by some life com- 
panies provides that premiums due 
in future years on a given policy 
may be paid in advance at a dis- 
count, generally 2 per cent com- 
pound interest. This is how the 
plan works. You have an annual 
premium due next month on one 
of your life contracts. The pre- 
mium is $100. You have $1000 
surplus funds lying idle. Paying 
the premium annually, your out- 
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lay in the next ten years would be 
$1000. But, $916.20 paid now wil 
cover the currently due premium 
of $100 and nine future premiums 
Following this procedure, yoy 
would have no premiums to pay 
until 1961. Over a ten-year span 
you save $83.80. The maximum 
number of yearly premiums dis. 
countable and the total of cash ae. 
cepted, depends upon the individ. 
ual company. “Suppose I die two 
years from now,” you ask. “What 
happens to the advance payments 
I made?” Each year as an annual 
premium falls due, it is deducted 
from your discounted payment. In 
two years, the company has earned 
$200. The balance of your $916.80 
is returned to your beneficiary. If, 
during the period for which you 
have discounted premiums, unex 
pected reverses make it necessary 
for you to seek the return of your 
money, many companies will re. 
fund the unearned part of your 
single payment at a slight penalty 
charge. 

For the life insurance _policy- 
owner with a surplus, who is at- 
tracted by the single premium life 
policy idea because “I pay once 
and I’m through,” it should be evi- 
dent that discounting future pre- 
miums on a contract already in 
force is a more prudent procedure 
than the purchase of new insurance 
on any single premium plan. The 
discounted premium plan does not 
add to your protection, yet the 
single premium policy, as noted, 
gives little protection in proportion 
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» the single premium outlay. It 
joes protect the premiums you dis- 
unt, in that they are refunded to 
he beneficiary if not earned at 
your death. 
Such then are the advantages 
ud disadvantages, sketchily out- 
ined, of what life insurance com- 
panies Offer today as investment 
media. They fall far short of what 
was available a decade ago. Life 
insurance companies claim to have 
difficulty finding attractive invest- 
nents conforming to the restric- 
tion imposed by law. Thus, today’s 
lower return. | 
Summed up, the immediate an- 
wity for the dentist about to re- 
tire is attractive. For the practi- 
tioner who is still active with a sub- 
stantial practice and who has avail- 
able surplus, the single premium 
deferred annuity is a solution to 
the inevitable problem of old age. 
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The young dentist with prospects 
of an increasing income will find 
the annual payment annuity with 
no life insurance feature is at least 
a good plan for systematic sav- 
ings, if it is purchased with the 
full realization that it promises no 
spectacular returns. The single 
premium forms of life insurance 
rarely have justifiable place in 
one’s strong box. 

The prospective investor in any 
of the contracts discussed will do 
well to realize that a company of- 
fering the best immediate annuity 
may be a comparatively poor 
choice for a deferred annuity. Life 
insurance and annuities, unlike fire 
insurance, are definitely not uni- 
form among all companies in their 
benefits, conditions, and cost.

Studies on which the decrease in favor of the theory of focal infection 
is based have disregarded periodontal infections, defining the most 
common foci as teeth, tonsils, and sinuses, but meaning devitalized 
teeth—not periodontally infected teeth. 

Studies which ignore the existence of periodontal infection have 
ignored the most common chronic low-grade infection of them all and, 
therefore, are incomplete and inconclusive. 

Personal experience leads me to believe that periodontal infections 
are a major cause of some systemic diseases and a major contributing

Gray’s books showed a depreci- 
ated valuation of $1000 on the 
item. He took it to a dealer who 
examined it and said shortly: 
“Fifty dollars.” 

“Done,” said Gray, who was 
well aware that he could never have 


traded the creaking equipment for 


more than that amount anyway. 
He went back to his office then and 
happily deducted a long-term paper 
loss of $950 from his real dollar- 
stock gain of $2000, and thereby 
reduced his March 15 liability by 
$237.50. 


Insurance Deductions 

When a dentist receives insur- 
ance payment for a loss, how the 
payment is spent means a differ- 
ence in the amount of money 
which the Collector of Internal 
Revenue asks on March 15. To il- 
lustrate this, there is the case of 
Harry White. A home addition that 
contained Doctor White’s profes- 
sional office burned to the ground. 
The depreciated value was $9,000. 
Wisely, Harry had insured it for 
what it would cost him to replace 
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the structure in 1951—$16,000. 
Question: Was his “profit” of 
$7000 taxable? 

That depended, he was advised, 
upon how the $7000 was spent. If 
it went to buy a new building of 
approximately the same size and 
the same real value as that which 
had been destroyed, then there was 
no tax liability. But if Harry 
pocketed the $7000, or spent it for 
any purpose except to replace his 
loss, then Uncle Sam would expect 
to be paid a tax share of the 
“profit.” 

(If Harry White spent $12,000 
to replace his building, then the 
$3000 difference between $9000— 
depreciated value of the old build- 
ing— and the $12,000 replacement 
cost would not be taxable. The re- 
maining $4000 which was not 
needed or spent for a replacement 
building would be taxable.) 

Ordinarily, any losses a dentist 
suffers which are not connected 
with his practice may be claimed 
for tax deductions only when item- 
izing personal expenses on the long 
Form 1040. But there are excep- 
tions which are worth noting. 

Securities, for example, have a 


special classification. The Treasury — 


Department notes that, “Many tax- 
payers sell securities for gain, even 
though they are not in the invest- 
ment business. In such cases, the 
transactions do not constitute a 
trade, business, or profession. How- 
ever, by a special statutory pro- 
vision, any losses resulting from 
the sale or exchange of such prop- 
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erty (subject to limitations on cap- 
ital losses) are deductible by the 
taxpayer in the computation of his 
adjusted gross income. The losses 
differ from ordinary nonbusiness 
expenses because they can be de- 
ducted even if the taxpayer uses 
the tax table or the standard deduc- 
tion on Form 1040.” 


Automobile Expenses 

A personal automobile can count 
as a “business” deduction under 
certain circumstances. Merely driv- 
ing it to and from work every day 
does not qualify it as a vehicle used 
in a dentist’s practice. But if a den- 
tist uses it for picking up supplies, 
visiting patients, or doing any 
other tasks connected with his 
practice, however small, then the 
car’s expenses become partly de- 
ductible. 

It is easy to figure just how 
much may be deducted. Say that 
a personal pleasure car is driven 
10,000 miles during the year. 
About 1000 of those miles were 
on chores connected with the office. 
That is 10 per cent of the total use. 
Then 10 per cent of the yearly de- 
preciation may be charged off as 
a “business” expense, along with 
a tenth of the amount paid for gas- 
oline, oil, lubrication, maintenance, 
and repairs of the car. 

If a dentist furnishes lodging for 
any of his employees, the fair eval- 
uation of the room—and of the 
board if that is provided too—can 
be included as a wage deduction. 
The Bureau of Internal Revenue 
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notes that compensation for per. 
sonal services includes “the valye 
of board and lodging (in cases 
where the board and lodging are 
provided as part of the salary) .., 
and other kinds of compensation 
used by an employer to pay an em. 
ployee for personal services.” 

It is well to pay by check. Can. 
celled checks are always there to 
serve as receipts. Note the purpose 
of each expense. Utilize charge fa. 
cilities wherever possible instead 
of operating on a cash basis. 

Some miscellaneous hints for re. 
ducing your income tax bill are: 

1. Do not be afraid of the long 
form. A Louisiana dentist was 
astounded to learn from casual 
conversation with a friend that all 
interest payments are deductible— 
including personal loans, mort- 
gages on a home, notes at the bank, 
even time payments on a kitchen 
appliance. His mortgage interest 
alone last year amounted to over 
$800. With that as a broad base, 
medical deductions, deductible 
taxes on personal purchases, and 
other small amounts enabled him 
to claim legitimately more than 
double the $650 blanket amount 
which he would have been per- 
mitted on his net income of $6500. 

2. Take full advantage of split 
income provisions. Since passage 
of the tax law of 1948, these are 
now available to citizens of all 
states, where formerly only a lucky 
minority in states with community 
property laws could “split.” Split- 
ting income enables you to bring 
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both halves down into a lower tax itemizing on the long Form 1040.

DENTISTS ON WHEELS 

THe ARMY has announced that present methods of assignment of den- 
tists in theaters of operation are being revised to make all types of 
dental service more readily available to troops. The new plan resulted 
from studies initiated by the Army Surgeon General’s office. Under 
this plan, dental officers will be withdrawn from all units smaller than 
a division. Instead, dental service will be provided by various types 
of mobile detachments, teams, and dental clinics for all troops in theaters 
of operation. 

The different types of dental detachments and teams to be used in- 
clude large dental clinics, mobile and stationary dental prosthetic de- 
tachments, service detachments, and operating teams. The largest of 
these, a fixed dental clinic, has 25 dentists and 42 enlisted men. This 
unit will provide dental service for large concentrations of troops in 
theaters of operation. The smallest detachment, the operating team, 
will consist of one dentist and one enlisted man and will be assigned 
to provide dental service in isolated areas. The change will not affect 
established hospital and medical facilities of the Army Medical Service 
in the United States or overseas, nor will it affect the established Army- 
wide ratio of two dentists per 1000 troops.—Army Times.

A pub- 
lication, be it in general circulation, or within a specialized field such as 
dentistry, should reflect and express the varying shades of belief held 
by responsible people on every subject that affects the general welfare 
or the special welfare of a specific group. Freedom of expression and 
collaterally, the freedom to read, to view, to listen, may be destroved by 
dictatorial decree and more subtly by conspiracies of silence.

A.—As you know, the replace- 
ment of teeth by fixed bridges does 
not connote infection of the teeth 
to which the bridges are attached. 
And I can see no evidence of infec- 
tion of the bridge abutment teeth 
in your case as shown by your 
roentgenograms. Indeed the restor- 
ations and teeth throughout the 
mouth seem to be in excellent con- 
dition —Georce R. WARNER. 


Chrome Abrasion 

Q.—Recently I had a puzzling case 
for which I have no solution and I 
thought perhaps you might offer some 
remedy. 

A man presented himself with heavy 
stains on all his teeth. His children came 
also, but their teeth were all right. Then 
his wife had an appointment and hers 
were more discolored than his, if that 
was possible. It occurred to me finally 
that the cause was occupational when 
I found that she was helping her hus- 
band at their place of work. 

They do metal plating, using chrome 
and other metals and the fumes from 
the acids apparently cause this stain 
which is almost impossible to remove. 
Gingivitis will develop ultimately, I am 
sure. Have you any suggestions?—

Denture Irritation 

Q.—A patient of mine, a woman of 
about 40, has been wearing a full upper 
and lower denture for nine years. About 
three weeks ago, there appeared in the 
center of her mouth a space about the 
size of a silver dollar which is quite 
red. Her dentures are acrylic. 

Have you any suggestions?—N.W.W., 
Massachusetts. 


A.—In all probability, the red 
space in the palate is where an air 
chamber or relief was provided in 
the denture when it was made. If 
so, the condition can be corrected 
by having the patient go without 
the denture for several days or 
several weeks until the tissue re- 
turns to normal. Then refit this or 
make a new one minus the relief.

Bruxism 

Q.—For several months I have had a 
woman of about 60 for a patient. A 
slight oral acidity existed at first but 
apparently that has cleared. However, 
from the appearance of her teeth, attri- 
tion has existed for some time. She 
states that, upon awaking in the morn- 
ing, her teeth are closely clenched. So 
far, we have found nothing that might 
be the cause of this. Of course, she does 
not know whether she grinds her teeth 
while asleep. What can be the cause of 
this condition and what could be sug- 
gested for relief?
